Remarkable Incident of Mr. Bryan's Campaign in New York City J 


Number of Persons Badly 


Injured During Blaze 


in Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, 
Oct. 29.—More 


than a score of people were Injured, 
several dangerously, by a. lire In the 
eleven story Neave building, Fourth 
and Race streets, during the noon hour 
today. Although the flre was brought 
under control within less than half 
an hour after the flames were discov- 
ered, that interval of time compassed 
some of the most dramatic events in 
local fire fighting annals. 


Peering down through the smoke 


and flames at the hurrying firemen 
more than a score of women crouched 
on the broad window ledges trying to 
escape the flames bursting out In the 
offices behind them. Below, flre lad- 
ders, life nets and all manner of other 
life-saving apparatus were being pre- 
pared for such as might leap from 
the horror of Ore to theBalmost certain 
death on the street below. 


Crazed Woman Leapt. 


One young woman, crazed by fear, 


tore herself free from rescuing friends 
and jumped from a tenth floor side 
window 
to an 
adjoining roof five 


stories lower down, being dangerously 
Injured. 


Above the second floor a hoseman 


.slipped from a ladder and fell to the 
street, his Injuries being very serious. 


Broken glass injured some, scorch- 


Ing flames placed Its mark on others. 


• A| fast as they were brought from 
the building the injured were taken 


. to the hospitals, or If less seriously 


hurt, to their homes. 
At least ten 


went to the hospitals, while more than 
that number were taken home. 


The Neave building is located on 


one of the busiest corners In the city 
and the street was soon congested by 
the crowds -drawn by the flre, police 
help being necessary 
to make flre 


fighting possible.

Events," which is appearing in The 
World's Work, John D. Rockefeller lets 
his pen run down the long years to the 
beginning of association and partner 
ships which meant so much for tht, 
head of the Standard Oil 
frankly admits that his judgment in 
selecting his business friends had a 
great deal to do with his success in 
building up the greatest fortune iu 
America. 


How He Met Archbold. 


"It is not always possible to remem- 


ber just how one 
first' met an old 


friend or what one's impressions were, 
but I shall never forget my first meet- 
Ing with John D. Archbold, who is Aow 
vice president of the Standard 
Oil 


company," he writes. "One day there 
was a gathering of men somewhere | 
near the oil regions, and when I came 
to the hotel, which was full of oil men, 
I saw this name written large on the 
register: 
'John D. Archbold, $4 a 


bbl.' He was a young and: enthusiast- 
ic fellow, so full of his subject that 
ho added his slogan, '$4 a bbl.' after 
his signature on the register, that no 
one might misunderstand his convic- 
tions." 


Mr. Rockefeller believes that Henry 


M. Flagler, who single-handed built a 
600-mile railroad in Florida, was large- 
ly instrumental in making the Stand- 
ard Oil company a financial success. 
Where Mr. Rockefeller led Mr. Flagler 
followed. He was always one of the 
achieving men of the organization and 
no project was too great for him to 
indorse. That is why Mr. Rockefeller 
in his story speaks with considerable 
feeling of his associate, of whom he 
says: 


"I first saw Mr. Flagler as a young i 


man who consigned produce to Clark 
& Rockefeller. He was a. bright.and 
active young fellow, full of vim and 
push. When the oil business was de- 
veloping and we needed more help I 
at once thought of Mr. Flagler as 
possible partner and made him an of- 
fer to come with us and give up his 
commission business." 


Flagler's Idea a Winner. 


Mr. Rockefeller always had admir- 


ation for the manner in which Mr. 
Flagler insisted before the Standard 
Oil company's councils that substan- 
tial buildings should be erected in- 
stead o£ poorly constructed, quarters, 
accepting the theory that the supply 
of oil would be indefinite. It was this 
idea that gave Mr. Rockefeller event- 
ually many of his millions.

woman's gallery yesterday. Two mill- 
suffragists shrilly demanded that the 
women of England 
be allowed to 


vote, and thrust through the grille 
placards on which the precise de- 
mands of the suffragettes were em- 
blazoned. 


Mr. Remnant, who was speaking on 


the licensing bill; attempted to go on 
with his oratory, but the cries from 
the gallery continued. The members 
were further confounded by.'a man 
throwing down a bundle of papers, at 
the game'time crying:

Judge Taft. 


Louisville, Oct. 29.—Henry Watter- 


son, in the Courier-Journal today says 
in an editorial 
headed' "The Out- 


look:" 


"The Courier-Journal can see noth- 


ing in the outlook but the election of 
Bryan and the defeat of Taft.' Its 
basic faith rests upon its undiininish- 
ed belief in the virtue and intelligence 
of the people, and the destiny of the 
republic. If the republicans can win 
an election by means -which they take 
no pains to conceal, but could not con 
ceal if they would, then the grea 
body of the 
people have lost thei 


fidelity to their institutional system i £ 
under the debauchment 
of the al-i 


mighty dollar. If they, can win it by 
such agencies we have proof conclu- 
sive that the vast engineries of the 
federal government in the hands of 
unscrupulous men are more than a 
match for the unorganized and money- 
less masses of the people. 


"With a Louis Napoleon in the sad- 


dle the'world saw what could be done 
with and against universal suffrage in 
France. With a Theodore Roosevelt 
in the saddle they may be given the 
same illustration in America. Cer- 
tainly Louis Napoleon was not more 
reckless than is Theodore Roosevelt. 
But we shall not believe bureaucracy 
and centralized power can preval 
here as they prevailed in France, until 
their triumph is an accomplished fact 


"Meanwhile our confidence is strong 


and our hope elate that the sinister j 
incidents which have marked the pro- 
gress of the campaign—the putting of 
the whole federal government on a
